Missouri soil. 
T his treaty, known a s 
the T reaty a t F o rt Clark, was also 
the m ost significant in the history of 
the State. 
It extinguished the Indian 
title in full to over one-half and 
in 
p a rt to over three-fourths of M issou­ 
ri. 
The parties w ere the G reat 
and 
Little Osage nations and the U nited 
S tates governm ent, the latter re p re ­ 
sented by General William Clark, 
or 
“ Red H ead”. 
The 
place 
was 
F o rt 
( ’lark, variously designated as F o rt 
Osage. F it 
Sibley, 
Fiery 
P rairie 
Fort, located near the present town 
of Sibley in F o rt 
Osage 
township, 
Jackson C unty, Missouri. 
The date 
w as November 10, 1808. 


Four years 
before, 
lacking 
one 
week, the first Indian-Am erican tr e a ­ 
ty on Missouri soil w as completed in 
St. Louis on Novem ber 3, 1804. This

th«* Treaty at Fort Clark, was also 
the most significant in the history of 
the State.

ri. 
The parties were the Great 
ami 
Little Osagi nation? and the United 
Stat< s government, the latter repro- 
sentM by General William Clark,

“ Red H ead”, 
The 
place 
was 
Fort 
Clark, variously designated ns Fort 
Osage, Fort Sibley, 
Fiery 
Prairie 
Fort, lo<ated near the present town 
of Sibl ey in Fort 
Osage 
township, 
Jackson County, Missouri. 
The date 
was November 10, 1808. 
Four years 
before, 
lacking 
one 
week, the first Indian-American trea- 
jty on Missouri soil was completed in 
St. Louis on November 3, 1804. This

who relinquished control to a tract 
of land, about 4500 square mile<s, ly­
